Our Gun Toters Scare 
Visitors From Other States 


A car with a California license plate 
stopped in front of the courthouse at Whites- 
burg on a recent court day and the couple 
inside the car evidently intended to ask 
directions or perhaps ask where a touring 
California couple might find lodging for a 
short visit. 

The husband leaned over from his drivers 
seat to secure needed information from the 
open window on the courthouse side of the 
car where the wife was sitting. When the 
husband leaned over in that manner the wife 
whispered excitedly in his ear and pointed 
toward the courthouse, in front of which 
were no less than five men with big guns 
hanging loosely at their sides. The husband 
took one quick glance and then settled him- 
self back in the driver’s seat and quickly 
moved his car out of Whitesburg. 

That California couple were just two of 
many persons who have driven right on 
through Whitesburg and Letcher County be- 
cause of the guns they have seen displayed in 
cowboy style on the main streets of our 
towns. It didn’t matter that those guns were 
hanging from he hips of our officers of the 
law, for a stranger used to well-dressed, well- 
disciplined officers of the law doesn't 
recognize the type of lawmen which he sees 
on our streets. 

He sees, instead, a reasonable facsimile 
of what he has seen on the movie and tele- 
vision screen and he draws his conelusion$ 
from what his eyes tell him and usually his 
eyes fail to notice a badge hanging limply 
from a faded shirt or dirty cap. 

Of course, we understand that our 
officers aren’t chosen to look pretty for 
strangers and we know that they can’t hide 
their guns in a shoulder holster or hip pocket 
in this hot weather. And it would be asking 
too much for them to refrain from carrying 
guns, as do the policemen in London, Eng: 
land, 

What we, as ¢ ns, object to is the 
manner in which many of our officers carry 
their guns . . . that bullying, swaggering 
manner which is similar to the attitude of a 
kid who has just received a new cap-buster 
and wears it in imitation of his favorite screen 
cowboy. Most of us are used to such “gun- 
toting,” but the stranger within our hills isn’t 
& maybe we are being a bit selfish in hoping 
that those strangers had a better impression 
of us and would visit us often instead of 
taking one look at our guns and leaving for 
good. 

Or perhaps, we too have been spoiled by 
movies and stories in which officers of the 
law are the true upholders of justice whose 
sole aim in life is to protect us and not to try 
and impress us in a bullying manner with 
the big guns we give them permission to 
carry.
